We were iu the midst o f depressio n, 
yet all pursuits must be laid under co ntri­ 
butio n. so that full dividends » hail Do de­ 
clared by railro ad co mpanies o n watered 
sto ck and fraudulent bo nds. 
As to the 
co mmissio n feature o f the bill, tin peo ple 
are no t demanding a co mmissio n, but the 
co rpo ratio ns were beco ming earnest advo ­ 
cates o f it 
Railro ad and telegraph rate* 
west o f the Misso uri river were abo ut fo ur 
times greater than 
rates east o f 
that 
river. 
Fo r 
years 
capital 
has 
been 
o rganized, unscrupulo us 
and rapaciou s, 
mo v ing as (Jo ul 1 had mo ved, acco rding to his 
swo rn testim ony , and as Huntingto n acco rd­ 
ing to his own written history , hadm ov ed, o n 
btate legislatu res, tho co urts and cpngre^s, 
unblu shingly purchasing judges and legis­ 
lato rs. 
But ID ' crisis was coming. 
I here 
wa-< an irrepressible co nflict between right 
and wrong. 
Co uld tho natio n be mad© to 
believ e that the fo ur billio ns o f watered 
sto ck and I o nds were bo nest pro perty, de­ 
serving pro tectio n fro m co urts o r legisla­ 
tures, o r that tho ¡£ 300,000,000 claimed by 
Vanderbilt and the $300,000,000 claimed by 
Go uld were ho nestly o btained I 
The o wners 
o f these fictio ns sho uld acco rd decent treat­ 
ment to the remainder o f mankind fro m 
who m they expected to fo rce dividends and 
interest. 
The senate co mmittee failed at 
the precise po int where tho mo nster o vil 
sho uld be grasped by the law. 
If tho in­ 
dustries were o nly required to pay fair 
dividends o n tho real co st o f railro ads, the 
natio n wo uld be pro spero us. 
The senate co uld take an example fro m J ay 
Go uld. 
The senate co mmitto e o n educatio n 
and labo r had industrio usly o btained fro m 
that wo rthy a co mplete histo ry o f his life, 
pro bably fo r the yo uth o f America to imi­ 
tate. 
Tho co mmittee had tremblingly and 
beseechingly implo red him to give a minute 
acco unt o f his daring explo its, and he un- 
biushingly co nsented. 
Early in life, when 
hard pressed fo r dinner, he ado pted his sis 
ter’s metho d, and went behind the black­ 
smith's sho p to pray. 
The blessing came in 
great measure. 
Iu a few*years the tanning 
business in which he was engaged was in 
financial stress so o verwhelming tlmt his 
partner was driven to suicide, while ho hiin- 
Seif bo ught a railro ad. 
Tho wro ng partner 
hail co mmitted suieido .

cital as by reading tho explo its o f J ack the 
Giant-killer, o r Kidd the Pirate. 
Mo desty 
induced Go uld to refrain fro m to lling o uo 
feature o f the histo ry o f his time. 
At 
Kansas City he was o nce o vertaken with 
ano ther religio us spasm, and wrestled a sec­ 
o nd time in .prayer, telling the peo ple ho w 
happy he was, and that he wanted no 
mo re 
mo ney*. 
Ho 
hail purchased 
tho 
Misso uri Pacific 
o nly fo r the go o d o f 
mankind, and sho uld use it o nly fo r tho 
glo ry o f Go d and the benefit o f the peo ple. 
As he was co ntemplating ano ther raid, he 
felt the necessity o f ano ther installment o f 
divine grace, so he went, “ sho rt” o n the 
pro mise by pretending that he wo uld no t 
benefit himself by tho blessing. 
It was to 
be ho ped he wo uld no t indulge in a third 
prayer o n earth. 
Bho uld he, in the o nd, 
secure an entrance into the New J erusalem, 
he wo uld so o n bo co nspiring thero fro m 
fo rce o f habit, to buy a railro ad; and when 
he sho uld have to rn up the shining avenues, 
the angels co uld uo t restrain him fro m 
stealing the go lden pavements. 
The stro ng arm o f labo r, Van Wyck said 
in co nclusio n, had always pro tected the 
natio n in the day o f peril 
There need bo 
no fear to the republic fro m the o rganiza­ 
tio n o f labo r. The ranks o f the Unio n army 
had been recruited fro m the men who had 
been dealing in rninea 
Stanfo rd then addressed the senate o n the 
bill. 
It purpo rted, he said, to be an act to 
regulate co mmerce between the states. 
He 
had read it with a go o d deal o f care, 
but 
did 
no t 
find 
anything 
in 
it 
tnnfc regulated co mmerce. 
Everything iu it 
was as to the carrier o nly. 
Co mmerce had a 
well defined meaning. It meant trade, barter, 
interchange o f co mmo dities—matters with 
which the carrier, in the transactio n o f his 
legitimate business, had no co ncern what­ 
ever. 
He therefo re tho ught the title o f tho 
bill o ught to be changed to express its true 
meaning. 
Instead o f being called “ A bill to 
regulate co mmerce,” it sho uld be “ A bill to 
regulate carriers.” 
If it were a bill to reg­ 
ulate shippers and o wners, who so material 
the carrier mo ved, the title wo uld be mo re 
appro priate. 
Of co urse the co nstitutio n 
plainly gave co ngress tho right to regulate 
co mmerce between tho states. 
But as the 
carrier had no thing to do with the co ntro l 
o f the shipment o f go o ds, wares and mer­ 
chandise, o r their ultimate dispo sal o r des­ 
tinatio n, the regulating o f him o r determin­ 
ing the price he sho uld receive fo r his 
servkes co uld have no relatio n to determin­ 
ing the co mmerce between the states. 
It was pertinent, ¡Stanfo rd said, to inquire 
into the wisdo m o f this kind o f legislatio n; 
assuming that the autho rity fo r it existed. 
The right o f asso ciatio n was a natural o ne, 
and it was the duty o f the natio nal and 
state legislatures to aid that natural right; 
that, be co ntended, was what the legislatio n 
o f the vario us states, in pro viding fo r the 
inco rpo ratio n o f railro ad co mpaniee, had 
do ne. 
In discussing this questio n o f the 
right to regulate railro ad fares and freights 
in a manner which wo uld necessarily im­ 
pair the carrying capacity o f the ro ads, 
we sho uld no t fo rget tha t the investments 
were made by individuals 
If the railro ads 
were so impo rtant to the public, so rely these 
individual investo rs o ught no t to be dis- 
gdu raged br the apprehensio n that the 


v alu e of their inv estm ents m ight be lessened 
by adv erse legislation. 
Besides, inasm u ch' 
as labor entered v ery largely into the con­ 
stru ction of railroads and continu ed in thoir 
operation, any attem pt cn tho part of con­ 
gress to fix th? rates of railroad companies 
t nded to tlx the-^rico of lalior. 
Fu rther, 
in ail then» efforts a t regu lation, Stanford 
fou nd no protection to the railroad compa­ 
nies, no gu arantee against im pairm ent of 
income. 
No legitim ate enterprise shou ld 
bo discou raged, and least of all those that 
added most to tho conv enience and com fort 
of the people, and to the wealth, strength 
and dignity of the nation.

S p r in g fie ld , Mo.f April 27, — A t 1,30 
o’clock, Monday 
morning a mob of 400 
armed 
men 
surrounded 
the 
county 
jail and began parleying with tho sheriff 
for the surrender of George E. Graham, the 
w ife murderer. 
The 
sheriff would 
not 
com ply with their demands, but they soon 
battered in the doors and secured the pris­ 
oner. 
A t * o’clock the mob started out of town 
on Boonville street, with Graham in their 
m idst 
It was thought tho mcb would tako Gra­ 
ham to the Molloy farm and hang him, and 
then throw his body into the well where his 
w ife’s body was found. 
But the leaders of the party artfully g ave 
their followers tho slip by starting in the 
direction of the Molloy place, but changed 
their course as soon as the others turned 
back, and while yet within the city limits 
hanged him to a tree, within just one hour 
after the attack was made on tho jail. 
Sheriff Donnell said: 
‘*1 have heard so 
much talk of mobs that I gavo up the idea 
of one. 
The first thing I knew was about 
1 o’clock, when masked men broke into tho 
room and said, ‘We are friends; don t bo 
scared,’ overpowered me, and then requested 
the keys of Mrs. I). Getting tired of refusal, 
tho leader said-.‘W ell, boys, bring tho tools.’ 
One of tho party, who evidently knew where 
they were, walked straight to the drawer 
where the keys were kept and force! it 
open. 
I know nothing of how Graham took 
it. 
I was kept close in the room.” 
Mrs. Donnell said; 
‘ They were cool and 
collected. 
Wheu they unlocked Graham’s 
cell he said: 
‘You can hang me, but, by 
G—d you can’t scare me.’ 
They tied his 
hands behind him and marched him through 
the hall with a rope around his neck. 
He 
was as white as a sheet, but otherwise never 
flinched.” 
The mob is variously estimated at 150 to 
400. 
Graham’s cellmate said it was the quiet­ 
est piece of besiness be ever saw. 
Graham 
never flinched, but said; 
“ By G 
, I ain’t 
scared.” 
Graham made no entreaties for them to 
spare him, but went to his death coolly, and 
died apparently without a struggle. 
The 
mob disper*3d in all directions. 
The follow­ 
ing notice was pinned to his body: 
OBITUARY NOTICE. 
When the coroner is in possession of this 
paper, George E. Graham will be dead, and 
as little punishment will have been inflicted 
as if he had beer hanged by leg al authority. 
It is a matter of rig ht to the community 
and justice to humanity that wo ignoro the 
law in this instance. 
We recognize the fact 
that our criminal statutes are not equal to 
all occasions. 
Iherefore, we have resolved 
to remove from our rnidst the worst crimi­ 
nal who has ever infestod our county, that 
we may hereafter and forever live and bo 
without his prosonce and viscious influence. 
We heartily welcome all strangers to citi- 
: enshio who aro worthy of it. 
We g ive this, too, as a warning to ex­ 
convicts and murderers who may hereafter 
invade our county to impose upon our 
credulity. 
We also g ive warning that any 
person or persons of any rank or station 
who 
dare 
to 
discover 
the 
actors 
in 
this tragedy will be surely and speedily 
dispatched to hell, where all things are 
revealed 
to 
the 
curious. 
In 
justice 
to the memory of Sarah Graham, a loving 
wife and dear mother, whpse life was sac­ 
rificed at the altar of Hecate, we subscribe 
ourselves citizens of Greene county, Mis­ 
souri

PLUCKY PURDAM’S FIGHT. 


One Mao Against a Mob but He Was a 
Good Man. 
Manchester , Tenn. April 27.—CoL J . M.

Purdam, who is noted for his p uel­ 
and nerve, jumped out of bed, seizo i uis 
double-barreled shot-gun, leapei over the 
prostrate form on the floor, and followed in 
hot pursuit of the fleeing mob. 
VV hen he 
g ot to the yard g ate he fired both bar* els, 
which were heavily loaded with buckshot, 
at the retreating desperadoes, sending two 
more to the ground. 
They, too. 
were as­ 
sisted by their comrades, and all except the 
wounded man left in the house made their 
escape. 
The wounded man proved to be 
Mack Clark, a legal distiller, but who is 
said to have been dealing in crooked whisky 
for some time. 
Sheriff Ashiy and a posse started at an 
early hour in search of the assassins.

arreft has been mode, but his name could 
not be 
learned.

AN OPENING FOR HIM TO RUN FOR 
GOVERNOR. 


What a Pennsylvania Democrat 
Says 
About’lt—Democrats Inclined to Nom­ 
inate Him If He Can Divide the Re­ 
publican Strength—Randall Non-Com­ 
m ittal• 


C hic ago , April 27.—The J ournal has tho 
following from its Washington City corre­ 
spondent: 
Lieutenant Governor Chauncey F. Black, 
of Pennsylvania, has been in the city for d 
lew days and has had several consultations 
with ex-Governor Curtin and Mr. Randall 
in regard to tho coming election in ¡his 
state. 
Matters political have been some­ 
what complicated in the Keystone state 
sin e mention has been made of Mr. Pow- 
ilerly for the t)emocratic 
gubernatorial 
nomination. 
Prior to tho labor troubles 
which called forth Mr. Powderly’s circular 
and made him a central figure before the 
country it was thought that Mr. Black was 
the only Democrat in Pennsylvania who 
coulu face the Republican column with any 
ehanco of success. 
Now, however, there 
is a strong movement to make the Grand 
Muster of the Knights of Labor the nom­ 
inee, and thus effect a split in the enem y’s 
ranks which might have the same result as 
the division four years ago which made 
Pattison governor, notwithstanding the large 
majority of republican voters. If Powderly 
could carry with him the labor vote, as it 
seems he can, there would be no doubt of 
his election. 
In conversation with Lieuten­ 
ant Governor Black correspondent inquired 
what were the chances of Powderly's nom­ 
ination. 
“ That is rather a delicate subject to talk 
about,” said Mr. 
Black, smilingly. 
“ Of 
course, you know, I am a candidate for the 
nomination myself. 
Public opinion will un­ 
dergo many changes before the nominating 
convention 
meets, but if the Powderly 
movement extends, and it appears that he 
can attract enough Republican votes to 
elect him, you m ay be sure he will not have 
a warmer supporter than myself. 
In the 
mining districts ot Pennsylvania, I am told, 
all tha people are for Mr. Powderly. 
How 
it is in the eastern part of the state I can 
not say. 
The Republican majority under 
ordinary conditions is about 40,000. 
This 
year, with Gen. Beaver at the head of the 
tb ket, it is likely to be slig htly larger unless 
divisions 
arise among tha Republicans. 
The supporters of Mr. Powderly expect that 
his candidacy will produce such divisions, 
and allege that at least 25,000 Republicans 
will vote for him. 
It is too early to make 
any predictions, but it is undeniable that a 
large number of Democrats are in favor of 
Mr. Powderly’s nomination.” 
“ W hat do Air. 
Randall and Governor 
Curtain think of the m atter/” was asked. 
“ Inquire of them ,” suggested Mr. Black, 
as he entered his carriage to visit the cap- 
itol. 
Mr. Randall, when questioned, said that 
Powderly was an excellent man. 
He re­ 
peated this several times, 
but would say 
nothing about the coming nomination in 
Pennsylvania.
